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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  Sunapee: 

I    submit    herewith    my    ninth    annual    report   as    Supt.    of 
Schools. 

Enrollment 

The  enrollment  for  the  school  year  1956-57  is  217  divided 
as  follows: 

Elementary   Grades    (1-8)  161 

Senior  High     (9-12)  56 

Six  teachers  now  handle  the  eight  elementary  grades.  The 

present   enrollment  by  teachers  and  the  split  in  grades  is   as 

follows :

The  present  elementary  pupil-teacher  ratio  should  provide 
an  effective  teaching  situation.  It  is  necessary  to  place  the 
pupils  in  most  grades  in  two  different  rooms.  However,  there 
appears  to  be  no  other  solution  with  six  teachers  for  eight 
grades. 

The  addition  of  another  teaching  position  in  the  high 
school  has  made  it  possible  to  lengthen  the  class  periods.  This 
should  make  for  better  teaching  results,  whereby  a  part  of  the 
study  time — necessary  for  satisfactory  work  at  the  high  school 
level — can  be  spent  under  the  direction  of  the  subject-matter 
teacher. 

Social   Security  Coverage 

By  vote  of  the  1956  Annual  District  Meeting,  non-teaching 
personnel  are  now  covered  by  Social  Security.  This  affects  the 
janitor  and  the  lunch  workers.  (Teachers  are  not  presently 
covered  by  Social  Security  but  are  members  of  the  N.  H.  Tea- 
chers Retirement  System.  The  question  of  integrating  the  pres- 
ent Teachers  Retirement  System  with  Social  Security  is  now 
under  consideration.) 
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School   Plant 

Special  maintenance  projects  carried  on  in  addition  to  the 
regular  summer  and  vacation  cleaning  and  re-finishing  pro- 
gram included: 

completing  the  re-surfacing  of  stair  treads,  painting  two 
classrooms  and  some  hall  and  stairwell  areas,  replacing  cur- 
tains in  three  rooms  and  extensive  repairs  to  the  exterior  of 
the  building  on  the  north  side.  (This  included  weather-proofing, 
re-puttying  windows  and  painting  the  wooden  trim.) 

New   Equipment 

The  major  items  of  new  equipment  include: 
33  Metal  Desk  &  Chair  Units  (with  Plastic  tops)  for  Grade 
3  &  4  Room. 

12  Locker  Units  for  Boy's  Locker  Room. 
Electric  mimeograph  for  Commercial  Dept. 
25  Folding  Chairs  for  Auditorium. 

Home   Economics   Renovations 

As  was  mentioned  last  year,  plans  have  been  made  for  re- 
modeling and  renovating  the  Home  Making  area.  A  sketch  of 
the  proposed  plans  has  been  displayed  in  the  Main  Corridor  of 
the  School  for  several  months.  It  is  proposed  to  set  up  modern 
unit  kitchens  to  replace  the  rather  antiquated  and  inadequate 
facilities. 

A  special  article  is  included  in  the  Warrant  to  consider  ac- 
tion on  this  subject.  The  proposed  plans  would  appear  to  pro^ 
vide  Home  Making  facilities  of  an  up-to-date  quality. 

Conclusion 

The  work  of  the  school  touches  many  phases  of  commun- 
ity activity.  It  is  my  hope  that  our  accomplishments  will  be 
such  as  to  merit  the  continued  interest  and  support  of  the  citi- 
i^ens  of  Sunapee.

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REPORT  OF   HELPING  TEACHER 


Servicing  the  five  districts  of  Supervisory  Union  43  (New- 
port, Sunapee,  New  London,  Spring-field,  and  Croydon),  the  po- 
sition of  Helping  Teacher  as  defined  by  law  and  by  personal 
conviction,  continues  to  pursue  these  goals:  (1)  giving  helpful 
advice  and  assistance  to  teachers,  pupils,  and  parents  of  a 
school  system  as  a  means  of  improving  educational  growth  and 
development  of  children;  (2)  helping  to  solve  pupil  problems 
of  retardation  and  maladjustment;  (3)  helping  to  meet  the 
needs  of  children  and  the  community  through  curriculum  study; 

and    (4)    acting  as  a  general  consultant  to  the  entire  staff  in 
recognition  of  educational  needs. 

The  cooperation  and  encouragement  given  me  by  all  school 
personnel  with  whom  I  come  in  daily  contact  have  constantly 
helped  me  to  keep  in  focus  and  seek  the  fulfillment  of  these 
broad  objectives.  The  following  briefly  reviews  some  of  the  re- 
sponsibilities I  have  been  happy  to  share : 

1.  TESTING  PROGRAM  —  Test  scores,  whether  taken 
from  tests  of  readiness,  aptitude,  mental  ability,  or  achieve- 
ment, are  meaningful  only  to  the  extent  they  are  used  to  guide 
the  educational  growth  and  development  of  children.  To  this 
end,  increased  efforts  have  been  made  to  interpret  results  of 
tests  in  determining  and  fulfilling  needs  and  interests  of  chil- 
dren. 

2.  CLASSROOM  VISITS  —  Visits  are  made  with  an  es- 
tablished purpose  and  make  it  possible  to  share  the  physical, 
emotional,  and  educational  atmosphere  of  the  classroom.  Fol- 
low-up conferences  with  teachers  are  intended  to  exchange 
ideas,  review  general  observations,  and  to  promote  instructional 
improvement,  especially  with  new  teachers  and  experienced 
teachers  in  new  positions. 

3.  RESOURCES  AND  MATERIALS  —  These  are  essen- 
tial in  providing  enrichment  in  teaching,  with  greater  interest 
and  learning  for  pupils.  Through  letters,  bulletins,  samples,  or 
other  memoranda,  a  variety  of  teaching  aids,  notices,  and  an- 
nouncements are  called  to  the  teachers'  attention. 

4.  GROUP  MEETINGS  —  Whether  a  formal  staff  meet- 
ing, an  informal  chat  with  a  teacher,  participation  in  P-TA  dis- 
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cussions,  or  attending  educational  conferences,  such  meetings 
cover  a  variety  of  topics  and  are  aimed  at  reviewing  principles 
of  teaching,  improving  instruction,  or  interpreting  the  school 
program. 

5.  AUDIO-VISUAL  AIDS  —  A  considerable  increase  in 
interest  and  use  of  filmstrips  as  a  powerful  teaching  aid  has 
prompted  plans  for  adding  new  filmstrips  to  our  library.  In 
terms  of  cost,  time,  space,  and  educational  value,  the  filmstrip 
is  leading  the  way  as  an  effective  audio-visual  aid  to  teaching. 

The  work  of  helping  teachers  is  interesting,  varied,  and 
constantly  alert  to  new  and  better  ways  of  helping  teachers  to 
help  children.  The  cooperative  spirit  of  all  teachers  and  the 
mutual  interest  in  the  best  education  for  all  make  the  work  of 
Helping  Teacher  a  purposeful  pursuit.

held  on  June  14,  1956.  There  were  eighteen  graduates  —  Mary 

Jo  Abbott,   Maurice  Austin,  Jr.,   Bruce  Buxton,  Charles  Click, 

Judith    Cobb,    John    Collins,    Marion    Duling,    Sandra    Gagnon, 

Lindsay   Gregory,    Sandra   Kangas,   William   Latva,   Jr.,    David 

Loverin,  Sandra  MacWilliams,  Everett  Ross,  Ellsworth  Ruggles, 
David  Slattery,  Robert  Wirta,  and  Miriam  Von  Dredon. 

Recipients  of  prizes  and  awards  were  as  follows:  Babe 
Ruth  Award — Sandra  Kangas,  and  Robert  Wirta;  Bausch  and 
Lamb  Science  Award — Everett  Ross;  Readers  Digest  Award  to 
Valedictorian — David  Slattery;  Sons  of  American  Revolution 
Medal  to  eighth  grader — Robert  Kangas;  Josten  Citizenship 
Award — Sandra  MacWilliams;  Sunapee  Fire  Department  Sports 
Award — Robert  Wirta.  The  National  Restaurant  Association 
through  the  H.  J.  Heinz  Co.  awarded  a  four  year  scholarship  of 
$1,000  to  Everett  Ross.  Everett  was  one  of  four  in  the  country 
to  win  this  award. 

Two  members  of  the  class  are  attending  the  University  of 
New  Hampshire.  One  is  attending  Harvard.  One  is  attending 
Pierce  Commercial  College.  Two  are  in  the  Air  Force.  One  is 
in  the  Army.  Two  are  working  in  Federal  Machine  Co.  Three 
are  working  in  the  Newport  Shoe  Manufacturing  Company. 
Five  others  are  working  for  various  business  concerns  in  this 
area. 

Several  changes  have  been  made  in  the  High  School  Pro- 
gram. A  new  teaching  position  has  been  added  to  t  h  e  High 
School  staff  in  the  field  of  History  and  English.  This  has  al- 
lowed us  to  cut  the  number  of  high  school  periods  from  eight 
to  six  and  lengthen  each  class  period  from  forty  to  fifty  and 
sixty  minutes.  In  order  to  eliminate  the  use  of  cars  by  high 
school  pupils  and  to  allow  full  use  of  the  gymnasium  and  play- 
ground   facilities   by   the    elementary    pupils    during    the   noon 
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hour,  the  high  school  noon  recess  has  been  cut  to  twenty-five 
minutes.  This  allows  the  high  school  to  leave  school  before  the 
elementary  group  in  the  afternoon  and  so  eliminated  another 
traffic  problem  when  school  is  dismissed.  As  you  may  realize 
the  building  of  the  new  addition  limited  our  parking  area  and 
also  blocked  the  road  around  the  building  forcing  all  buses  and 
cars  to  back  on  the  playground  in  order  to  turn  around. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Junior  Ski  Committee  for  their 
volunteer  efforts  in  developing  a  skiing  program  for  the  ele- 
mentary grades. 

I  would  also  like  to  note  the  school's  appreciation  of  the 
Sunapee  Women's  Club  and  the  Sunapee  Fire  Department  for 
the  banquets  they  put  on  for  the  High  School. 

Through  you  I  would  again  like  to  extend  an  invitation  to 
all  of  the  citizens  of  the  town  to  visit  their  school.
